Federal  aid  in  building  hosplUla. 
under  the  Hill-Burton  Act,  looka  like 
mighty  easy  money  when  you  see  H 
dangling  from  Uncle  Sam’s  santa 
Claus  tree  of  abundance,  but  I  earn¬ 
estly  and  respectfully  submit  that  It 
k  too  costly  for  Baptists,  albeit, 
some  our  Baptist  hospitals  have 
accepted  It.  in  one  form  or  another. 

How  seriously  this  temptation  t® 
accept  Federal  aid  for  Baptist  hospi¬ 
tals  has  affected  our  people  may  ba 
reckoned  my  remembering  that  it  waa 
debated  six  hours  In  the  recent  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Alabama  Convention,  and 
the  final  vote,  declining  to  accept 
Federal  aid,  was  186  to  156.  And  in 
Kentucky,  the  pressure,  voiced  by  the 
powerful  Louisville  Courier- Journal, 
upbraiding  Kentucky  Baptists  for 
having  declined  Federal  aid  for  their

Itiere  are  now  4458  churches  re¬ 
porting  Brotherhoods,  with  a  mem- 
shlp  of  142,492,  a  19  per  cent  gain  in 
enrollment  over  1948. 

Value  of  church  property  took  the 
biggest  percentage  Jump,  with  prop¬ 
erty  valuation  of  churches  and  par¬ 
sonages  owned  by  Southern  Baptist 
church  passing  the  half-blUion  mark 
for  the  first  time.  Church  property 
was  reported  valued  at  $548,261,564, 
a  gain  of  $97,772,047  over  1948.  Some 
of  the  gain  Is  probably  in  Increased 
valuation,  but  most  of  it  reflects  ex¬ 
panded  building  programs.  Texas 
Baptist  churches  now  report  property 
valued  at  more  than  $100,000,000,  a 
gain  of  more  than  $15,000,000  over 
1948. 

Fewer  Pastorless  Churches 
The  supply  of  pastors  was  more 
adequate  in  1949.  Of  the  27,286 
churches,  there  were  23,961  churches 
with  pastors  at  the  time  the  annual 
reports  were  made.  This  compares 
with  23,382  churches  wMh  pastors  in 
1948.  The  average  salary  paid  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  ministers  Increased 
sUgbtly  DK>re  than  10  per  cent  dur¬ 
ing  the  year. 

Southern  Baptist  church  members 
were  more  generous  with  their  gifts 
daring  1949,  with  total  glfta  reaching 
$178494,778,  sr  $24.49  per  eapiU.  Of 
this.  $32447,429,  sr  $4.78  per  capiU, 
went  for  missions  and  benevolences 
•ntstde  of  the  local  church.

CmCAOO— A  petition  calling  on 
Congress  to  exclude  non-profit  re¬ 
ligious  publications  from  any  increase 
in  postal  rates  was  approved  here  by 
the  second  annual  meeting  of  the 
Evangelical  Press  Association.  The  As- 
sociatlon  represents  conservative 
Protestant  editors. 

In  voting  unanimously  to  congratu¬ 
late  President  Truman  on  accepting 
the  reslgnaUon  of  Myron  Taylor  as 
his  personal  representative  at  the 
Vatican,  the  association  called  for  the 
permanent  dissolution  of  the  office. 
Delegates  also  expressed  opposition  to 
Federal  aid  to  education. 

Initial  steps  were  taken  by  the 
group  to  estobllsh  an  Evangelical 
Press  Service  of  syndicated  news  and 
photos. 

The  Assodatioo’s  eonstltutlcm  was 
changed  so  that  book  publlahers,  re¬ 
ligious  news  reporters  and  those  in¬ 
terested  in  the  graphic  arts  could  af¬ 
filiate  with  the  group.

Tlie  Convention 
Board  office  has  simply  recorded 
what  the  people  and  Uie  churches 
have  reported. 

It  k  a  record  that  should  bring 
shouts  of  joy  from  the  lips  of 
everyone  who  heliied  to  make  that 
record,  and  wails  of  woe  from 
every  Mississippi  Baptist  who 
failed  to  have  a  share  in  seinling 
the  gospel  to  the  uttermost  parU 
td  the  earth. 

There  are  1628  Baptkt  churches 
m  the  Mksissippi  Baptkt  Conven¬ 
tion.  Of  these  181  made  no  con¬ 
tribution  through  the  Convention 
Board  office. 

So  far  as  the  records  show, 
these  churclies  did  nothing  for 
Foreign  Missions,  for  Home  Mis¬ 
sions,  or  State  Missions,  l^ey 
made  no  contribution  lo  the  Or¬ 
phanage,  the  hospital  our  colleges, 
or  anything  else. 

Regardless  of  the  record,  we  be¬ 


lieve  Uiat  the  members  of  these 
churches  want  to  liave  a  part  io- 
wartl  making  pos.sible  the  great 
Baptist  program.  We  believe  that 
if  suineone — the  jiastor,  the  Sun¬ 
day  School  su|)erinlendent,  a  dea¬ 
con,  the  W.  M,  S.  president,  or 
some  interestetl  member,  had 
mentioned  the  matter  and  urged  a 
ctdlwtion,  somebody  would  have 
given  something.

U.  S.  Government 
.To  Aid  Holy  Year 

According  to  Dr.  J.  M.  Dawson, 
chairman  of  the  Joint  Cxinference 
Cximmittee,  assurances  from  E.  C. 

A.  were  given  the  Joint  Cxinfer- 
ence  Committee  sometime  ago 
that  no  aid  to  churches  was  to  be 
supplied  out  of  the  Marshall  Plan 
provisions.  A  rejiort  in  the  New 
York  Times  of  an  allocation  of 
$2,8.">0,000  out  of  these  funds  in 
akl  of  pilgrims  lo  Rome  during 
Holy  Year  seems  to  contradict 
such  information.  Dr.  Dawson  had 
inquired  of  E.  C.  A.  at  the  instance 
of  Mississippi  Baptists.  Does  the 
action  as  reported  here  accent  sus¬ 
picions  as  to  the  meaning  of  My¬ 
ron  Taylor's  ambassadorship  to 
Rome?  Douglas  Parmenller,  Office 
of  Information  had  written  us: 
“ECA  has  allocaletl  no  funds  for 
the  rehabilitation  or  restoration  of 
church  properties.  ...  It  is  the 
consensus  of  E.  C.  A.  officials  that 
if  such  requests  were  submitted, 
they  would  be  rejectetl  as  not  be¬ 
ing  within  the  scojie  of  E.  C.  A. 
authority  as  established  by  Con¬ 
gress.”  He  added,  however:  It  is 
quite  possible  tliat  European  gov¬ 
ernments  have  allocated  some  of 
their  funds — not  E.  C,  A.  funds — 
to  the  rehabilitation  or  restoration 
of  church  properties.”  Now  the 
New  York  Times  says; 

“Of  the  sum  allocated, 
about  42  per  cent  is  in  the 
form  of  an  outright  grant. 
The  remaining  58  per  cent  is 
in  the  form  of  a  loan.  The 
money  will  be  used  to  trans¬ 
form  some  public  buildings 
into  lodgings  for  pilgrims,  to 
buy  beds  and  fumitare  and  to 
build  pilgrims’  camps  on  the 
outskirts  of  Rome.” 

Must  we  understand  that  the 
Roman  Ciiurch  has  been  able  lo 
outwit  the  officials  of  E.  C.  A.? 
All  who  resent  the  application  lo 
sectarian  purposes  of  lax  monies 
paid  by  all  the  people  should  cry 
out  against  this  violation.

Why  The  Closed 
Door? 

The  chairman  of  the  House  Edu¬ 
cation  and  IxilKir  Committee  k 
Rep.  John  Ix*sinski  (D.,  Mich.).  He 
is  also  a  ver>’  ardent  Roman  C.ath- 
olic.  Our  readers  are  familiar  with 
his  high-liaiide<i  tactics  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  Aid  to  Education  bill 
which  >vas  lief  ore  the  last  txni- 
gress.  He  seems  to  be  of  the  same 
opinion  still.  As  evidence  wc  print 
below  extracts  from  a  news  dis¬ 
patch  from  Religious  News  Serv¬ 
ice. 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.— 
(RNS)— Closed  .sessions  on 
Feileral  aid-to-education  hills 
will  be  held  by  the  House 
Etlucation  and  Labor  Com¬ 
mittee  from  Feb.  6  to  March 
6,-  it  was  announced  here  by 
Rep.  John  I^esinski  (D., 
Mil'll.),  chairman. 

The  committee  s  e  s  s  i  o  njs 
were  seen  as  an  effort  to  com¬ 
promise  religious  differences 
w'hich  have  blockeil  House 
action  thus  far.  Tlie  Senate 
passed  a  f.'kkt.OOO.OOO  meas¬ 
ure  in  the  last  session  of  Con¬ 
gress,  hut  tlie  House  has  been 
stymieil  by  a  dispute  over  ex¬ 
tending  Fetieral  funds  to  pa¬ 
rochial  and  private  schools. 

Acconling  to  Rep.  Richard 
M.  Dixon  (R.,  Cxil.),  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Committee,  the 
compromise  “most  suggested” 
calls  for  adopting  the  Senate 
projKisal  “with  a  rider  jiro- 
viding  for  bus  transportation 
for  all  non-public  si'Imk)!  pu¬ 
pils.” 

Another  projKisal,  this  one 
by  Rep.  (iraliani  A.  Barden, 
North  C.arolina  Democrat, 
would  limit  Feileral  education 
fuiuls  to  public  schools  only. 
This  measure  has  been  oji- 
posed  by  Roman  Cxitholics. 
(Aided  and  abetted  by  the  tac¬ 
tics  of  Rep.  I>esinski. — Edi¬ 
tor.) 

Rep.  Nixon  said  the  pro¬ 
posed  “compromise”  to  give 
non-public  schools  only  trans¬ 
portation  aid  would  also  run 
into  opposition.  He  said  he  be¬ 
lieved  this  ojiposilion  would 
come  from  Protestant  groups. 

In  other  words.  Rep  Ix*sinskl 
proposes  to  keep  from  the  public 
his  efforts  to  enact  a  law  to  pro¬ 
vide  from  public  tax  funds  a 
measure  that  would  make  public 
funds  available  to  Catholic 
schools.  If  a  thing  k  right,  pub¬ 
licity  will  not  hurt  it  but  if  it  k 
wrong  publicity  is  needeil. 

As  we  have  said  many  times  be¬ 
fore,  the  Cxilholica  have  the  right 
to  have  their  o>^^l  schools.  These 
schools  arc  for  the  purpose  of  pro¬ 
moting  the  Cxitholic  religion.  No 
one  questions  this  right  of  the 
Catholics.  But  we  do  oppose  help¬ 


ing  tlieiii  lo  pay  for  these  schools. 

The  majority  of  the  people  of 
tlie  United  States  are  Baptists  and 
Protestants.  It  is  not  our  duty  to 
siip|M>rt  their  schools.  We  provide 
public  scluHils.  Tlie  Cxitholics  have 
tin*  right  to  {lalronize  them.  They 
also  have  the  privilege  of  using 
their  own  si'hools.  BUT  they  do 
not  have  the  right  to  ask  us  to 
help  jMiy  for  their  schools  in  order 
to  teach  their  children  the  Cxitho- 
lic  n'ligion.

and  supervision.  Our  hospital,  now 
under  construction  in  Baton  Rouge, 
has  entered  into  a  similar  agreement 
with  the  Federal  Security  Agency,  but 
with  a  somewhat  different  arrange¬ 
ment  of  repayment.  .  .” 

Secretary  Maguire  replied:  “Florida 
Baptists  do  not  have  a  single  hos¬ 
pital.  There  Is  a  regional  hospital 
that  Is  contemplated  at  Pensacola. 
They  have  finally  decided  to  accept 
Federal  funds,  but  I  understand  that 
they,  too,  will  perhaps  drop  the  name 
‘Baptist*  and  form  a  self-perpetuating 
board  of  trustees.  The  Plant  City  hos¬ 
pital.  which  Is  a  local  Institution,  has 
voted  to  accept  $350,000  from  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  but  it  Is  not  a  Baptist  hos¬ 
pital.  though  the  name  ‘Baptist’  is 
carried.  .  .  .  Frankly,  I  cannot,  for  the 
life  of  me,  go  along  with  my  brethren 
who  say  that  It  Is  all  right  to  take 
Federal  money  for  our  hospitals  and 
schools.” 

Secretary  Medearls,  Missouri,  re¬ 
plied:  “The  Missouri  Baptist  Hospital 
did  accept  some  funds  to  apply  on 
their  Nurses  Home  a  few  years  ago. 
I  understand  that  the  Kan.sas  City 
Memorial  BapUst  Hospital  which  is 
affiliated  with  oiir  state  work  in¬ 
tends  to  apply  for  Federal  funds.  .  .  . 
The  great  majority  of  our  people,  I 
think,  are  definitely  of  the  opinion 
that  such  funds  ought  not  to  be  ac¬ 
cepted.” 

Texas  Takes  Its  Stand 

Secretary  J.  Howard  Williams  re¬ 
plied:  “I  am  giving  herewith  the  ac¬ 
tion  taken  by  our  (Texas)  Conven¬ 
tion,”  and  he  quotes  the  resolution 
adopted  as  follows:  “From  time  to 
time  various  Institutions,  owned  by 
our  Convention,  are  approached  on 
the  matter  of  receiving  State  and 


statement:  “We  cannot  believe,  how¬ 
ever,  that  these  varieties  of  approach 
to  this  vital  relationship  between 
God  and  man  Is  any  barrier  to  a  thor¬ 
oughly  cooperative  Christianity." 

Pointing  out  the  repeated  efforts 
of  Protestants  to  cooperate,  he  cited 
breakdown  of  Protestant-Catholic  re¬ 
lations.  “It  is  rather  difficult  for 
many  of  us  to  understand  why  the 
Pope  should  entertain  any  substan¬ 
tial  expectation  that  Protestants 
would  forsake  their  own  convictions 
and  unite  with  the  Catholic  Caiurch 
when  the  Church  of  Rome  refuses  to 
grant  to  Protestants  those  elemen¬ 
tary  expressions  of  cooperation  on  a 
spiritual  level  which  would  eventual¬ 
ly  pave  the  way  for  a  growing  sense 
of  unity.” 

“One  cannot  help  but  wonder  what 
would  happen  to  the  degree  of  unity 
already  achieved  among  Christians 
today,  If  each  particular  expression 
of  the  Christian  faith  should  assume 
that  It  Is  the  one  true  expression  of 
Christ  and  His  message  for  mankind. 
It  Is  our  abiding  conviction  that  true 
kinship  to  Christ  Is  not  a  matter  of 
historical  connections  traced  across 
the  centuries,  but  Is  rather  a  matter  of 
how  closely  we  adhere  to  the  simpli¬ 
city,  the  purity,  and  the  spiritual 
quality  of  that  New  Testament 
Church  which  Christ  established  dur¬ 
ing  his  earthly  ministry.  While  wu 
admire  much  of  that  for  which  the 
Roman  Church  stands,  w«  must  say 
In  aU  brotherly  frankness  that  uiany 
of  the  traditions  and  customs  which 
have  accumulated  within  the  Roman 
Church,  and  the  exalted  detachment 
which  some  officials  of  the  Roman 
Church  require  for  themselves,  seem 
a  far  cry  from  the  loiriy  Maxarens 
who  In  simple  garb,  as  a  man  of  the 
people,  moved  as  a  friend  among  the 
masses,  serving  the  needs  of  his  fet- 
lowmen."

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DOBBINS  GIVES  STUDY  OF 
METHOD  OF  EVANGELISM 
By 

DK.  GAINCS  S.  DOBBINS, 
SmUmth  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary 

Thirty-eight  major  Christian  bodies 
In  the  United  States  launched  last 
fall  a  fifteen  months  pr^aratory 
program  toward  their  United  Evange¬ 
listic  Advance.  Southern  Baptsit  had 
already  committed  themselves  to  a 
program  designated  as  the  Simul¬ 
taneous  Bvangelisitc  Crusade.  In  the 
United  Advance  movement,  each  of 
the  thirty-eight  denominations  sets 
its  own  goals,  utilizes  its  own  re¬ 
sources,  and  determines  its  own  meth¬ 
ods. 

The  “united’*  aspect  refers  chiefly 
to  plans  of  publicity  and  promotion. 
Southern  Baptists  will  follow  their 
historic  tradition  of  separateness  and 
independence  of  other  churches,  yet 
arc  cooperation  of  all  their 

churches  in  two  great  periods  of  sim¬ 
ultaneous  evangelism,  in  the  terri¬ 
tory  of  the  Convention  west  of  the 
BCississippi  during  the  spring  of  1950, 

in  the  eastern  territory  during 
the  following  spring. 

methods  are  important 

While  mission  and  message  are  of 
ftrst  importance  in  the  lKH>e  of  a 
new  Great  Awakening,  method  also 
becomes  tremendously  significant. 
Bound  voepel  message  may  be  viti¬ 
ated  by  nnanund  evangelistic  prac¬ 
tice.  Effective  method  may  be  utilized 
te  propagate  an  unscrtptural  mee- 
sage.  We  need  frequently  to  re-ex¬ 
amine  onr  evangelistic  methods. 

In  my  class  in  evnagelism,  we  re¬ 
cently  set  up  certain  simple  criteria 
by  which  to  adjudge  the  strength  and 
weakness  of  a  given  type  of  evange¬ 
listic  method.  Ttw  resuM  was  a  new 
appredatSon  of  the  value  of  each 
ktaid  of  method  and  a  fresh  aware¬ 
ness  of  the  need  to  use  “all  means 
to  save  soms.'* 

We  first  hated  the  following  main 
types  of  evangdlsm: 

O)  The  revival — a  special  season  of 
•vangelistie  effort,  iu  which  as  many 
people  are  brought  together  to  hear  the 
preachiiM  ef  the  Gospel,  with  accom¬ 
panying  personal  work. 

(9)  BducaUonal  evangelism— the  use 
of  the  Sunday  School  as  the  t>rlncipal 
evangdisUe  agency,  either  continuously 
or  during  special  seasons. 

(9)  P^ennlal  pastoral  evangelism— a 
churdi  under  the  leadership  of  its  pastor 
seeking  to  make  all  of  its  services 
evangelistic.  - 

(4)  VtsltattoB  avaagdism— the  organl- 
lation  of  laymen  and  women  for  visits 
into  the  homes  of  selected  persons  to 
present  to  them  the  claims  of  CSirist  and 
the  obligation  of  church  membership, 
continuously  or  occasionally. 

(5)  Counseling  evangelism— adapUtion 
of  the  techniques  of  the  trained  counse¬ 
lor  to  dealing  vkh  peculiarly  dlfftcuK 
cases. 

«)  Radio  avangellara  —  broadcasting 
the  Gospel  and  following  up  inquiries 
in  every  practicable  way. 

(7)  The  written  and  printed  word — 
evangellsUc  use  of  letters,  tracts  adver¬ 
tisements,  special  arUclea  and  the  like.

The  mes¬ 
sage  was  brought  by  Dr.  8.  C.  Rush¬ 
ing,  Pastor  of  Istrouma  Church,  Baton 
Rouge,  Louisiana. 

’The  afternoon  service  was  imme¬ 
diately  followed  by  open  house  In  the 
new  building,  when  members  and 
guests  were  received  by  Rev.  J.  T. 
Horton,  Pastor,  Mrs.  J.  T.  Horton,  Dr. 
8.  E.  Lawrence,  Chairman  of  the  Dea¬ 
cons,  Norman  Adams,  Superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  School,  Mrs.  E.  L. 
Pierce,  President  of  the  Womsm’s 
Missionary  Union,  and  Dr.  Russ^ 
Bush,  Jr.,  Director  of  the  Baptist 
Training  Union.  Members  and  guests, 
after  being  greeted  by  the  above 
named  officers  and  representatives  of 
toe  Church,  were  served  punch  and 
cookies,  and  then  were  conducted 
throughout  the  building  and  greeted 
by  officers  and  members  of  toe  vari¬ 
ous  departments  oi  toe  Sunday 
School  who  familiarized  them  with 
toe  physical  layoot  of  toe  depart¬ 
ments. 

The  building  is  modem  throxighout, 
of  brick  and  steri  eonstmcUmi,  and 
so  constructed  and  arranged  as  ka 
permit  maximum  utilization  of  space. 
It  was  constructed  by  Dye  6k  MulUngs, 
Inc.,  of  (Columbia,  as  general  con¬ 
tractor,  and  according  to  plans  drawn 
by  Lewis  P.  Manson,  architect,  ef 
Baton  Rouge,  Louisiana. 

Ths  eoet  Is  approximately  $140,000. 
-  It  was  necesary  to  finance  only  |#0,- 
000  and  that  was  dons  by  a  bond  ia- 
iM.  Tbs  sinking  fund  for  ths  retira- 
ment  of  thU  bond  Isaas  stands  nt 
about  $3,500.

features  germicidal  lamps  and  built- 
in  beda 

On  ths  second  floor  arc  depart¬ 
ments  for  Young  People  and  Prima- 
riea,  and  three  church  offices.  Tta 
assemUles  of  the  second  floor  be¬ 
come,  for  occasions  of  visual  educa¬ 
tion  aukd  dramatics,  a  large  auditor¬ 
ium  with  seating  capacity  of  approxi¬ 
mately  400  people,  and  with  a  stage 
at  one  end.  The  third  floor  Is  given 
entirely  to  Juniors  and  Intcrmedlatci, 
with  four  aaoemblles  and  adjoining 
classrooms. 

The  building  has  seven  restrooou. 
five  entrances,  and  an  ideal  eonivec- 
tton  with  the  chureh  auditorium.  AH 
toe  assembly  rooms  are  equipped  wltb 
blower  type  automatic  gas  units.  Tbs 
Interior  throughout  Is  finished  with 
white  plaster  walls,  gray  wainscost- 
Ing,  and  gray  trim.  Larvs  lanterm 
adorn  toe  front  entrance. 

A  house  on  an  adjoining  lot  «•* 
recently  s(dd  and  has  been  removed; 
toe  kH  is  presently  being  prepared 
•  as  a  parking  area,  and  when  com¬ 
pleted  will  serve  to  relieve  .much  ef 
toe  traffic  congestion  which  has  pre¬ 
viously  existed  at  toe  time  ef  the 
regular  servloea 

On  the  day  of  Dedication  there  were 
exhibited  through  toe  building  beeu- 
tlfnl  floral  offerings— offering!  ef 
mMnbera  friends,  and  well-wlshlnf 
business  firms  of  tos  elty,  all  eoo- 
gratulatory  in  apMi  fer  tos  progreei 
toown.
